London—From 1,000 to'2,000 Christians had been, mas- 


macrediin Smyrna by the Turks before the fire which, swept the 
Armenian and other quarters;of the seaport recently evacuated 
by the Greek army, it is charged in semi-official and other Greek 
messages from Athens received here today.

The Greek belief is that the fire was 'set by the Turks to 


conceal traces of their alleged.misdeeds.

. The publication of such an item, however — 
and dozens of such items" are published eyery'year 
in the American newspapers — is only the begin- 
ning of. an episode for an organization maintained 
lu 'Washington by tho packers of commercially 
canned foods. 
This organization, 
the National 


Car.ncrs' association, occupied for the most part. 
with problems in science, now constitutes an in- 
vestigation bureau. Its agents get quickly on the 
job— within 24 hours, it possible. 'If 'the case is a 
serious "one. difficult of solution, it will call 'in the 
services of some specialist from one of the gi-oat 
universities. The investigation will probably end" 
in a laboratory somewhere. 


Eut by whatever fueans the investigation Is con- 


ducted,' the chances are that 'the .canned foods' 
blamed will be shown to be ir.nocent and the ill- 
ness laid to some other cause. As to. the sick fam- 
ily cited above, tho chemist's test tube 'demon- 
strated that tho illness was due to some" unwhole- 
some meat served at th.c'meal. The canned' soup 
was perfectly wholesome.

The fact is thai commercially canned food to- 


-day is the victim of. a legend. Whether there 
was ever any basis in fact for the belief 'that such 
food is dangerous, there certainly Is little basis for 
it now. The unmerited evil reputation of tinned 
food is kept alive today principally by doctors, 
cither through ignorance or carelessness. . A fam- 
ily suddenly becomes 111, obvlouslyHhuivictims- of 
•poison. 
The family doctor inquires immediately 


what the members have eaten. II by any chance 
canned food ot" any sort "has been 'on' the menu, 
,it is enough. The- doctor promptly names the cul- 
prit and tho/newspapers have-anoth'er sensational 
item. The doctors may not know that science has 
now shown that the presumption of guilt lies jtiEt 
as heavily. If not more heavily, upon "the fresh 
food eaten by his patients. Indeed, it is probably 
a safcx statement that fresh foods today arc more 
likely to be unwholesome than canned foods. The 
laboratory of the Harvard Medical School has1 al- 
ready demonstrated this £act. 


A few years ago the leading food canr.crs of the 


country, believing in 1 the purity" of .their product 
and suspecting that_jnany of the 
published .In- 


stances of canned-food poisoning were unfound- 
ed. determined to 'make independent investigation 
of all cases reported in the newspapers.' They had 
organized the National Gunners' Association, and 
they 'charged this body with the responsibility of 
getting at" the truth. 
The subsequent investiga- 


tions have shown that there i» 
a., surprisingly 


small number of bona fide poisonings, particu- 
larly when it is considered 'that* the American 
public consumes hundreds o:' millions of tins of 
food every year.
